Robins, in Bitter Speech, Says

Lincoln, III., July 20.—{ Special,-Democrats 
of Illinois today denounced each and every 
Vemocratic member of the forty-sixth gen- 
eral assembiy who voted for William Lorimer 
for senator.

Sidewalk Stains May Be Examined. 
Coroner Hoffman, who had the pieces of 
sidewalk with the sugpicious stains dug out 
and put in safe keeping; announced that no 
Chemical examination’ would be made unless 
the 1 7 1 would guarantee the expense of 
about $175.

Alteration of Papers on Henry Clews’ 
Automobile Is Charged. 


New York, July 20.—{Spectal.}—Alexander

Two indictments are 
pending against him, the first charging con- 
spiracy to defraud the United States out of 
duties by alteration of appraisement papers 
for an automobile imported by Henry Clews, 
the Broad ‘street banker; the second, charg- 
ing forgery of invoices. : 

Filed Under Fire, 

With the discovery of the alleged fraud in 
the Clews case the government instituted an 
investigation which led to the discovery of 
similar irregularities, and in the midst of the 
inquiry Hollander fied. Two clérks, alleged 
to have conspired with him, were arrested. 

It is charged that Hollander and his asso- 
ciates reduced the appraisement of the auto- 
mobile on which the indictment is based from 
$1,860 to $850, paying 8425 duty instead of 
$925, or 80 per cent, as required by law. 

Hunted on Two Continents. 

Hollander had deen the object of wide 
spreed search by federal! officials for months 
past. At one time fast spring seeret service 
agents thought they had bim located in 
Montreal, but he slipped away from there and 
was next heard of in London. Since then 
nothing developed «as to his whereabouts 
until the news of his arrest today, and it was 
generally believed be had made good his

ROOSEVELT HIS HOPE.

I was a mere lad when the Republican party 
was born. I carried a Wide Awake ” torch

MAKE A POLITIC MOVE. 


Postpone Effective Date of the 
Rate Advances from Aug. 
1 Until Noy. 1. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.}—It 

ned today unofficially that the rail- 
roads are making active preparations to ask 
the interstate commerce commission to in- 
terpret the long and short hau) clause of the 
railroad rate law. 

The roads are making revisions of their 
tariff* which quote higher rates for the 
short. haul to be filed with the commission 
before this section of the new law goes into 
effect on Aug. 17. It is reported that imme- 
diately after that date the roads will put in 
applications tc make these rates perma- 
nent. 

According to the new law the commission 
has no power to investigate legally exist- 
ing rates in respect to the long and short hau) 
clause, but these rates are to remain in effect 
for six months, at the end of which time it is 
expected the commission will be called upon 
to pass upon the justice/of the fame. While 
roads all over the country have tariffs now 


1 naming higher rates for the short haul, the 


larger number of such revisions will come 
from southern and western roads. 


| Most of the Tariffs Supplemented. 

The regulation of the commission is that 
supplements of not over 2 per cent of the 
original tariff can be fled, Already most of 
these tariffs have been supplemented to 
about this extent. The object now is to com- 
bine the origina] tariff with the supplements, 
and file it with the commission as the old 
original tariff, thus leaving room for further 
gupplements and at the same time having 
thie remain as the legally existing rates 
which the commission cannot order reduced 
for six months. 

During the next four months the commis- 
on will de concerned largely with proposed 
advances in official clagsification territory, 
Afterward the commission will look into the 
long and short haul questions. 

The roads are already seeing the wisdom 
of having all desired rates in effect before the 
law becomes operative. There is felt that 
should the commission at the present time 
order any suspension of specific rates it 
will be a blow to the particular rates in ques- 
tion, and it ia felt that such action on the 
part of the commission would lead the coun- 
try to believe that the rate is in itself unjust. 

Looking at the matter in this light, the 
railroads are considered to have made a 
politic move today in persuading the inter- 
state commerce commission not to issue 
notices süspending freight advances in the 
central freight territory. Instead the roads 


will postpone Tn 1 ive. date of the ad- 


to Nov. 1, by which 
time it is expected the rates will have been 
investigated by the commission. 
Fear Business Might Suffer. 

This agreement was reached following a 
conference with the committee of traffic 
managers of the Central Freight association, 
which continued over this morning from 
yesterday. ! 

Officials of the commission attribute this 
desire to postopne the rates on the part of 
the railroads to fear that in suspending 
the rates circumstances might arise to tie 
up the business of the country. There was 
a chance thet should the commission not be 
able to suspend rate advances on some roads 
at the same time as they were suspended 
on others, the result might be that one road 
would be charging more then another on 
the same class of shipments to the same 
points. In such an emergency the shippers 
as well as the roads would suffer, 

On Friday of thia week a committee from 
the roads west of Chicago will visit the com- 
mission to discuss this same subject. It-is 
anticipated that rate advances between Chi- 
cago and the Missouri river will be postpgned 
likewise. 


RAILROAD PUBLICITY BUREAU. 

The rallroads are planning the formation of 
A bureau of publicity which will flood the 
country with statistics and arguments bear- 
ing on the question of rates by means of 
which they hope to influence public senti- 
ment in their behalf. An official statement 
isgued yesterday on behalf of the roads an- 
nounced the plan which is being formulated 
by a committee composed-of W. C. Brown, 
president of the New York Central lines; E. 
F. Ripley; president of the Santa Fé; W. W. 
Finley, president of the Southern; Darius 
Miller, president of the Burlington; Daniel

Plan Bureau of Bconomics. , 

A bureau of railway economics,” with « 
central office at Washington, is to be charged 
with the collection of the necessary sia- 
tistics, including the relation that rates bear 
to the value of commodities and the consid- 
eration of evente of general interest in the 
field of transportation. | 

As outlined in the statement: It is hoped 
that the wide dissemination by the railroads 
of this information will result in a better un- 
derstanding between the public in general, 
the shippers, and the railroads. Definite 
study will de made in the various sections 
of the country of the causes of any dissatis- 
faction that may be found, for the purpose of 
explaining the conditions that determine 
the attitude of the ratlroads, or if analysis 
shall demonstrate that they are at fault, of 
removing causes of just complaint. This un- 
Gerstanding is in 
that if both the public and theraliroads have 
u clearer and fuller understanding, many 
differences which now give rise to irritation 
will not only be lessened but removed.”

“ We've turned the corner,” was the opti- 
mistic way in which a leading Chicago shoe 
manufacturer described conditions in the 


trade yesterday. 

„By that I mean,“ he added in explana- 
tion, “I believe we have passed the crisis 
that threatened the shoe business as well as 
trade in general. 

“ Crop conditions have become so favorable 
during the last week or two that the coun- 
try has simply had to respond to the better 
sentiment it engendered. Everybody is feel- 
ing better and more hopeful of the out- 
eome. 

“Corn promises to be a bumper crop while 
later reports show the drought did not affect 
the wheat fields as seriously as was thought. 
Generally speaking, the outiook is fine in 
nearly every section of the country. 

“ During the early spring our Sales showed 
a gain in business of $40,000 a week over the 
corresponding weeks of last year. Starting 
with June 20, there was a slump that set 
the average behind that of last year. The 
tide turned thé other way this week, however, 
and our sales for the week exceed those of 
last year for the coresponding week by $10,- 
000, which is pretty good evidence of return- 
ing confidence in the condition of the coun- 
try. Most of the business consists of late 
orders for fall goods. 

„Aide from the good demand for leather 
goods, rubber goods are in unusually good 
request. Last winter's heavy demand cleaned 
up the stocks of rubber goods carried by 
many of the retail dealers and they have had 
to replenish for the coming fall and win- 
ter season.”

The United Shoe Machinery com- 
pany controls the patents on practically all 
of the machinery used in this country for 
the manufacture of boots and. shoes, the pat- 
ents having been acquired in the absorption 
of all of the eee that made shoe machin- 
ety, 4 consolidation that was accomplished 
ten or fifteen years ago.
